When the good inten- 
tions of the Legiſlature and the Government in the pro- 
motion of ſobriety and induſtry ſhall be accompliſhed, 
(which happy event cannot be at a great diſtance) one 
may then look for better education of the people, and 
for the certain fruits of it, n. theſe 


bleſſings. 


The writer is one of thoſe who lag at ſome tunes * 4 
conſidered the example of Great Britain as dangerous, Y 
becauſe there are many circumſtances i in which the two 
countries yery materially differ; and he at this moment 
recollects ſeveral laws, and ſtill more- attempts at laws,

where the fpirit of imitation has been injurious to the 
real improvement of the country. 


The Houſe or Place of Refuge to be ſpoken of in 
the following ſheets is more properly to be denominated 
the offspring of mercy than of charity; and in propor- 
tion as any people make advances. in proſperity there 


will be ſome who will endeavour to emulate the example 


of other countries in this „ Attribute of God him- 
« ſelf.” 


The Aſylum near London, upon whofe example the 


Orphan-houſe in Pruſſia-ſtreet has been projected, is 


exactly thirty-three years of age; it was inſtituted to 
receive'. the Orphan Daughters of common Soldiers, 
Sailors, and other indigent perſons. Females of this 
deſcription are in a peculiar manner objects of compaſ- 
fion, and have alſo a double claim to the care of the 
humane and virtuons, from being expoſed not only to 


the miſeries of want and idleneſs, but, as they grow 
up, to the ſolicitations of the vicious, and to all the 


dreadful conſequences of early ſeduction. 


Some perſons acquainted with the excellent eſtabliſn- 


ment in England have long wondered that nothing of a 
ſimilar nature was attempted in this country of imita- 


tion; if two or three hundred at one time are ſaved 


from vice, want and deſtruction by ſuch an inſtitution 
in one country, fiſty or ſixty ſurely may be maintained 
and proteQed in the other. 


The truth is, the people of this kingdom have been 


by no means backward in works of benevolence and 
charity; witneſs the many public and even private eſta- 


bliſkments 
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|  bliſhments tending to thoſe moſt laudable ends. Unhap- 
\ pily, little deſerted females were not much conſidered ' 
until the year 17903 probably it was thought that they 
were comprehended uuder other heads of public benevo- 
lence; however the caſe may have been, certain it is 
that multitudes of orphan girls have been loſt to the 
community for want of ſome ſuch aſylum. To paint 
the fituations in which ſome of the children who are 
now ſheltered, protected and brought up to humble 
ſtations have been found would force tears from the 
eyes of almoſt every reader, but it is hoped it is un- 
neceſſary to draw lamentable pictures of diſtreſs, for - 
which diſtreſs there is now an adequate remedy. 


An excellent gentlewoman who is now no more, 
having earneſtly expreſſed her wiſhes that the little 
deſtitute objects which were daily in her view might 
have ſome earthly place of refuge and be early reſcued 
from want and ruin, engaged the writer of theſe. 
ſheets to co-operate with her in the humane design. 
They agreed to meet at the Aſylum in St. George's. 
fields in the Summer of 1790, to. take the meaſures of 
that eſtabliſhment into ſtrict conſideration, and after - 
wards thoſe of every houſe of a nature in any ſort 
analagous in or near London. Theſe ſchemes were 
put into execution, and letters were written to the

moſt likely to lend their aſſiſting hand to this infant 
undertaking { The firſt perſons thought of and ad- 

' dreſſed by letter were ſuch as derive incomes from 
Ireland but do not reſide there; the next were ſuch as

DIET of the CHILDREN. 


Upon calculation the children are maintained at 3d. 
per day, under the management of the Guardians, 
the Matron and her Aſſiſtant always attending, and at 
two o'clock (the hour of dinner) one of the Guar- 
dians or one of the Viſitors uſually attends. Their 
meat is of that ſort which is known upon experience 
to be moſt falutary, viz. a mixture of fleſh with 
common vegetables and bread. Each has half a pound 
of mutton or beef thrice in the week, and broth or 
vegetables the other days. The entire ſupport of each 
girl is ſuppoſed to coſt about 10l. per annum.
